GEORGETOWN, Del, Feb. 8. — (By the Associated 


Press.)—Determined to get into the courthouse here for the 
afternoon session of the trial of Harry Butler, negro, charged 
with criminally assaulting Eleanor Steinmetz, a 10-year-old 
girl of Bridgeville, on January 21, two thousand persons, 
mostly men, made a rush in an effort to storm the building 
this afternoon. 


The crowd ^\ as 
breaking down 


the barbed 
wire fence 
protecting 


the building when after efforts at 
pacification failed, it was resisted 
with tear bombs, thrown by the 
soldiers from the court house. 


Capt. Fred Marvil of Laurel, ad- 


jutant at the military headquarters 
here, 
talked to the crowd, telling 


them that all 
who could be ad- 


mitted would be allowed in at the 
proper time. He begged them to 
Sret back. Similar action was tak- 
pn by Major S. B. Duncan, the com- 
manding officer.

AN INJUNCTION 


BEING SOUGHT 
IN U.S. COURT 


General Baking, Continental Baking, 


United Bakeries And Others Charged 
With Violating Anti-Trust Acts-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(By the Associated Press.)— 


The Federal courts were asked by the government today to 
prevent formation of "a huge combination in the baking- in- 
dustry" by the Ward interests and others. 
In an anti-trust suit filed in Baltimore, the government 


named the General Baking, Continental Baking, and United 
Bakeries interests as linked with the Ward companies in the 
enterprise. An injunction was requested. 


It was charged in the petition 


that the companies named already 
had violated both the Sherman and 
Clayton anti-trust acts, and it was 
asked that the defendants not only 
be prevented from further amalga- 
mation, but required to 
dissolve 


any combinations already

into.

War Secretary Determined To Learn

WASHINGTON, Feb 8.—(By the Associated Press.)— 


Investigation of conditions in the army air service has been 
ordered by Secretary of War Davis. 


The secretary wants to know whether air service offi- 


cers still are employing "disloyal" methods in carrying for- 
ward the agitation for a separate air corps. 


To establish the facts, two separ- tional guard and reserve organlza- 


ate inquiries have been ordered by 
the secretary. One phase has been 
placed in the hands of Maj- Gen. Ell 
A. Helmick, inspector general of the 
army. Another has been entrusted 
to Maj. Gen. Mason M. Patrick, 
chief of the air service.

Lieut. Com. J. M. Kenworthy, 
member of the house of commons 
and former member 
of the war 
staff of the British admiralty, in 
an exclusive Interview 
Saturday 


night. 
Commander Kenworthy declared 
he dot* not believe that the people 
of Europe would support a. war at 
this time but he said that so long 
as "Kurope ia an armed camp" war 
it always potential and this dan- 
ger cmnnot be removed except by 
disarmament. The sooner the dis- 
armament, the better, he continued. 
To make war Impossible, the na- 
tions of the world must agree to 
•ubraerge thoir jealousies and agree 
to a general and substantial reduc- 
tion of armaments,' he said. Ow^ng 
to the economic and physical ex- 
haustion of the nations and the 
"repugnance 
of 
the 
people 
to 
further fighting," Commander Ken- 
worthy dosa not feel that a great 
war is possible in the Immediate 
future. 


Armies Would Bslk. 
"Most of the armies of Europe 
today would not march to war on 
a great scale," he said. "We have 
had actual examples of this in the 
case of both 
France and Spain. 
These two countries have had some 
real difficulties with their 
white 
consorlpt troops when they 
have 
been drafted for service! in Mo- 
rocco. 
? 
"Another great war 
In Europe 
within ten years would be a signal 
for considerable outbreak of bol- 
shevlsm. 
"But although the rulers fear the 
temper of the people to such an 
extent that half a dozen episodes 
of greater gravity than those which 
led to the outbreak of the World 
war have been peacefully smoothed 
over, 
nevertheless 
the 
short- 
sighted and, in some cases, evilly 
disposed statesmen of Europe are 
either innocently 
or deliberately 
preparing the ground for another 
"World war. 


Europe Might Not Recover. 


"Not only Is Europe an armed 
camp, but It is by no means cer- 
tain, in the opinion of many com- 
petent economists, that great areas 
of Europe would be able to recover 
from present difficulties arising out 
of wars and revolutions. 
In fact, 
the only reasonable chance for re- 
covery of prosperity on the main- 
land of Europe, affecting as this 
does intimately the two great trad- 
ing nations of England and Amer- 
ica, lies in rigid economy., 
"This Is 
impossible while the 
present scale of armaments con- 
tinues. At least two European na- 
tions, namely Franco and Serbia, 
maintain greater armies than they 
did In 1914."

But Fowler also was the one who 
prevented for six weeks the final 
reconciliation. Mrs. Stillman said 
that when the young man, who had 
aroused 
her "to a realization of 
herself," heard of the advances her 
banker husband was making and 
her intentions of accepting- he op- 
posed the step strenuously on the 
grounds that it "was too great p. 
concession" to make. 
Mrs. Stillman, he held, 
having 
been vindicated in her husband's 
ng suit for 
divorce and 
being 
hopefully confident of winning her 
own suit for divorce filed recently, 
was abdicating just when she was 
able to "give the knockout blow 
and distate terms." 


Son Also Opposed 


After Stillman, 
who had been 


trying- for monhts to effect a re- 
conciliation, finally persuaded her 
to return to himt the final reconcil-, 
lation was delayed for six iveeks, 
Mrs. 
Stillman said, because of the 
opposition of Fowler and her son, 
James (Bud) Stillman. 
Before Christmas the Stillinans 
came to termt and drew up two 
notes to'be sent to their attorneys 
dismissing Hhem 
Mrs. Stillman's 
note was 
addressed to 
Isaac N. 
Mills, her chief counsel during the 
five years she opposed her. hus- 
band's divorce action, 
which ac- 
cused her of Intimacy with a Cana- 
dian guide, Fred 
Beauvais. Mr. 
Stillman wrote to former Governor 
Nathan O. Miller, his chief attor- 
ney.The letters were left in the hands 
of Bud Stillman to deliver, but he 
and Fowler opposed the reconcilia- 
tion and Mrs. Stillman went 
with 
them to her camp in Grandp Ansc, 
Canada. 
Six weeks latrr she had 
convinced them. 
A meeting- was 
arranged with her husband in the 
Rltz Carlton hotel, Montreal, two 
weeks ngo, and the final plans for 
their "European elopement" decid- 
ed upon 
Mrs. 
Stillman 
arrived in New 
Tork last Monday, stopping at the 
Hotel Madison. The first intima- 
tion to her friends of her intentions 
came the next day in a note ac- 
cepting an invitation to dinner. The 
note said:

Before she sailed she wired Fow- 
ler at Grand Anse: 
"Nothing can dissuade me from 


doing1 what Mr. Stillman and I have 
decided to do. My feelings tell rnc 
T am right. And my feelings have 
never jet betrayed me." 
This did not mean, she told the 
American before sailing, that she 
would ever abandon her friendship 
for Fowler. Her husband, she ad-

. WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Declaring the 
farmers generally are In a better 
position today than at any time 
since 1920, the department of agri- 
qulture In a statement last night on 
the farm outlook for 1926, said that 
"any general expansion in produc 
tion. this year would tend to place 
farmers in. a less favorable econ 
omlc position than at present." 


There -was Httle likelihood, the 


department said, of a larger foreign 
demand for*'agricultural products 
On the contrary there, were indica- 
tions of a possible decrease in the 
demand the latter part of the year 
"No reduction in farm wares may 
be expected," it was added, "anc 
the cost of farm equipment vli: 
probably remain at present levels 
Sufficient funds will be available 
for agricultural credit in most 
regions at about the same rates as 
in 1926." 
A slightly smaller world crop of 
wheat was indicated, with world 
stocks at the beginning of the new 
crop year "not burdensome." Do- 
mestic stocks 
were likely to be 
smaller and the statement declared 
If an acreage of hard spring wheat 
equal to that of last year is planted 
and an average yield Is secured, ex- 
port and domestic prices may be 
expected to be "more In line with 
those In other exporting countries 
than at present." 
Corn acreage equal to last year, 
the statement added, would suffice, 
with average yields, to meet feed- 
ing and commercial requirements as 
fully as to 1925. Relatively the same 
probably would continue for oats 
unless yields are greatly reduced. 
Cattle Outlook Good. 
For cattle, the department said 


the "immediate" and long time out- 
look" was favorable, with a reason- 
able constant 
demand" 
for beef 
anticipated- The number of steers 
was said to be the lowest in many 
years, but present breeding stocks 
were apparently large enough to 
"supply as much beef as it will pay 
cattle producers to raise." 
The outlook for the hog industry 
appeared 
favorable, 
with prices 
maintained at high levels. The de- 
partment forecast a "good year" for 
the sheep industry. While a gradual 
slackening in demand for lambs 
and wool late in the year was in- 
dicated, further increased produc- 
tion could be undertaken profitably 
in some sections, as contrasted with 
alternative enterprises. 
The dairy industry generally was 
said to be in a relatively strong 
position. Slight increases in young 
stock during the next two years 
may be desirable, the department 
said. Should the present trend m 
foreign production continue upward 
and consumption in Europe fall to 
increase, 
foreign 
competition in 


domestic markets would be an im- 
portant price factor. 
Sugar cano and sugar beet pro- 
ducers were promised some im- 
provement In prices, but the depart- 
ment warned of a danger that po- 
tatogrowers 1-n the late prdouction 
states may plant too heavily.

Volstead act.

ciety," Bishop Manning said. "It 
has no official authorization and no 
right whatever to apeak in the 
name of the Episcopal church."

Bishop Manning questioned 
the 


accuracy of the society's report that 
a preponderance of its -20,000 mem- 
bers favored modification 
of 
the 


Volstead act. He also questioned 
Dr. Empringham's right to speak 
for the society. Itself. 


"I" do not hald that to drink wine 


or other intoxicants In moderation 
is in itself a sin," the 'Bishop said, 
"but I believe that the prohibition 
law properly enforced will make 
us a healthier, stronger and bet- 
ter people."

Good Discusses Functioning 


Of City Hospital 


OVER n YEARS OF 4UCCCSS AS A 1OOY tUILDKR. 


"A general impression of my own 


Is that the.General hospital is func- 
tioning largely outside of its pecu- 
liar intent and latitude." said F. A. 
Good before about 1000 members of 
the Oberlles' men's claw Sunday 
morning. 
The subject of the talk 
was "A City General 
Hospital," 


and Mr. Good emphasized his -won 
beliefs of the hospital's charity to 
the sick. 
He said in part: 
"To furnish ultra-service to well- 


to-do- people is no real function of 
a municipal, or General 
hospital. 


An institution, so -catering:, 
may 


quite lose the point c.V view for 
which it was planned, and created. 
To our mind a modern 
service 


should be maintained for the in- 
digent, also a like service for those 
to whom hospital 
expenses 
are 


prone to bring financial tragedy or 
bankruptcy. 
They should pay only 
so much as their circumstances 
warrant. Further than 
this, pa- 


tronage should be sought from the 
middle class who make up so large 
a proportion of our population. If 
these elements of society are ade- 
quately cared for, then the conser- 
vation of human life may be well 
established. 
"As an extenuating circumstance, 
incident to the situation, it is only 
fair to state that the Moore en- 
dowment fund, which should net 
some $60,000 per year, has but re- 
cently become 
available—unless 


this fund however is used 
quite 


wholly to cover charity and half- 
pay patients, then the neglect or 
refusal of the hospital to do so, 
it would seem, might jeopardise the 
whole endowment. 
"We would happily 
waive our 


contention as it relates to rates for 
the well-to-do, those who may, 
with out financial stress, pay rates 
comparable with those of private- 
ly owned hospitals; but must in- 
sist that until these cases are held 
subordinate to a service to 
the 
great middle, poor, and 
indigrent 
classes, that as a city General hos- 
pital this institution Is not living- 
to 'its Imminent responsibilities." 


Before giving- his conclusions, Mr. 


Good rfaid that the hospital sup- 
ported by voluntary contribution 
has become a characteristic Ameri- 
can institution. 


"With the aid of public fund* in 


industrial centers, such hospitals," 
he added, "assume the task of car- 
ing for the sick, especially persons 
suffering from 
accident or acute 


illness, and for women In 
child 


birth." 


With this as a basis for his in- 


vestigation. Mr. Good tried to find 
how the General hospital is func- 
tioning from 'a charitable view- 
point. According- to the speaker, it 
cost about i»75.000, of which $100,- 
000 was a city bond donation, the 
balance an affair of individual and 
organization 
donations, 
and be- 
quests. 
Its articlse of ihcorpor- 


tlon preclude the 
declaration 
of 


dividends, and it is tax free, but 
pays for water and light. 


The hospital functions to about SO 
per cent of its capacity, and has 
operating, maternity, 
and 
x-ray 


rooms, with the appearance of be- 
ing able to give efficient 'service, 
according to Mr. Good. It has a 
school of nurses and the board and 
staff hopes to have it accredited 
as a "standard hospital." 


Because'of the cost free, tax free 
advantage of the institution, Mr. 
Good feels that the rates charged 
should reflect this favorable dis- 
crimination and because of 
the 


city's subscription, city 
patients 


should receive treatment there. In 
the speaker's estimation, the ser- 
vice charge for the x-ray, materni- 
ty; and operating- rooms 
appears 


excessive, because of the no-cost 
equipment 
of the 
rooms. 
Be- 
cause it is a donated plant, it ap- 
peared to the 
speaker that the 
room and ward charges might be 
less, the general charges being- now 
about that of fairly 
high class 


hotels. 
. Mr. Good said -that there should 
be an clastic number of free beds 
for patients, waiving- any immedi- 
ate financial arrangements.

The young wife told police her 
husband had gone out a. few min- 
utes 
before the shooting, saying 
he was "going to get soile money." 
Although she maintained it vaa 
his first such venture, she later ad- 
mitted that once before^he had 
•watched htm from the window of 
their home as he held up a car in 
the road nearby.

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"AN" ABJECT SURRENDER"? 


That splendid and faithful exponent of democratic 


doctrine, The St. Louis Post Dispatch, lashes forth in 
full fury against what it terms an abject and sick- 
ening "surrender" by the party leaders to the Mellon 
tax bill -which Is now before congress. 


The only real opposition to the objectionable fea- 


tures of the bill comes from the left wing of the re- 
publican, "party, it declares. 


'"We find the democratic party tamely accepting 


the argument of Secretary Mellon that the best way 
to aid the little taxpeyer is to slash the taxes of the 
big taxpayer, that business is hammered by the high 
surtaxes, that on account of these surxtaxes there is a 
great flow of wealth into 'unproductve' tax-exempt 
securities, that the federal government should retire 
from the field of estate taxes. All of these proposi- 
tions, as economists have shown, are debatable. No 
one of them is axiomatic. Certainly, when Mr. Hoover 
says that business was never in more flourishing con- 
dition, the assertion by Mr. Mellon that the present 
aurtax rates are hampering business is open to dis- 
cussion." 


Perhaps 
no situation has more clearly revealed 


the cleavage bet-ween elements of democratic party. 
While the Post Dispatch is exhorting the democratic 
party to reassert "itself in the pending tax legislation, 
the New York Times, an equally staunch and able 
democratic organ, has been showering bouquets upon 
the democratic members of congress for the adoption 
of a sane and common sense policy. Governor Al 
Smith and a dozen democratic senators have been 
most active in urging repeal of the inheritance tax. 
There is a right and left wing of the democratic 
party In a more pronounced degree than in republican 
ranks. They have shown a devotion and fidelity to' 
their ideals which has impelled them to carry their 
quarrels to the voting booth. T^hat Is the real secret 
of democratic 'weakness at this time. 


There is no legitimate reason why a tax bill should 


be the subject of partisan consideration, but it has 
been until this preterit session of congress and it will 
continue to be. The present coalition of democrats and 
republicans in order to speed up consideration of the 
tax measure will not endure for any length of time. 
Jt is a, temporary truce which is already proving most 
irksome to some of those participating in it.

T-he rich man pays more because 
his contribution does not represent any greater sac- 
rifice or burden than that made by one less fortunate- 
ly endowed by man or God. Mr. Mellon advances the 
practical reason the man who is smart enough to ac- 
cumulate a great fortune is also smart enough to 
defeat the attempts of government to levy taxes upon 
him. As a result, he says, huge sums of money are 
flowing into tax exempt securities, instead of pro- 
ductive enterprise. It is not necessary to refer to the 
words of Herbert Hoover to refute this contention. 
JEvery gauge shows 1925 was one of the greatest busi- 
ness and industrial years America ever experienced. 
Taxes did not depress business. There was plenty of 
capital for every legitimate enterprise. 
Mr. Mellon 


must hunt further to find justification for his 
ar- 


rangement of the surtax schedules. 


' The repeal of the federal inheritance tax law re- 


pudiates a political philosophy which has endured for 
many years.

How the scheme will work out cannot, of course, 


be told in advance. It all depends on how well the 
doctors live up to their contract. If the experiment 
rings good results in Dodge county, it is liltely to 
e adopted elsewhere throughout the state. 


TO AVERT A LYNCHING. 


Kentucky secures some more undesirable adver- 
ising because the officials of that state feel it neces- 
sary to call out units of the national guard to pre- 
serve peace during the trial of a negro, Ed Harris, 
harged with the murder of a family of three, and an 
attack uoon the mother. 


Tanks were brought into position. Machine guns 


vere installed. Troops patrolled the streets in the 
iclnit'y of the court house and* assemblages were for- 


bidden. Most of the citizens of Kentucky will ap- 
prove of this action. 
It has been three years since 


Kentucky has had a lynching and the people of that 
commonwealth are most Anxious to keep the record 
clear. 


Kentucky cannot afford to forget her soil has fre- 


quently been stained with many acts of lawlessness 
and violence. Six years ,ago in the same city, Lex- 
ngton, a mob tried to rush a company of soldiers 
uarding the courthouse where William Lockett, a 


negro, was on trial for the "usual charge." 
The 


militiamen opened fire, killing several and wounding 
more than thirty members of the mob. Since 188S 
here have been 168 lynchings in Kentucky. It is the 
sober reflection upon these facts which has induced 
Kentucky to take no more chances with the unbridled 
emotions of a portion of her population. 


What is happening in Kentucky is typical of senti- 


ment throughout the entire south. Lynchings are on 
he decrease. In 1924 and 1925 there were fewer in- 
stances of mob spirit than ever before. It is a whole- 
some sign when the South decides to permit the law 
o take its course. 


LINCOLN'S PRIVATE CAR. 


An unusually interesting and important historical 


contribution was the story appearing in The Sunday 
Star concerning Abraham Lincoln's private car. 


The data which -was incorporated in it was gath- 


ered and written by Mrs. S. R. McKelvie of this city, 
who devoted several months to a study of the records 
and the correspondence. 


So much has been written concerning the mar- 


tyred president that it would seem not a single in- 
cident of Lincoln's life had escaped the biographer 
and the reviewer. The question whether Lincoln had 
a private car while serving as president has always 
been. In dispute. A searching study of the records 
settles the point at issue. Mr. Lincoln was provided 
with a private car but never used it except in death. 
It served as his funeral coach. That the car subse- 
quently was brought to the Union Pacific shops in 
Omaha, and assembled, and that a replica of it and 
Us real furnishings is now preserved in the general 
headquarters of the road is a matter of interest to 
Nebraskans.

Major Stedman has the 


same "serenity of expression and the same composure 
which distinguished General Lee. 


In the house Saturday Congressman Stedman was 


given permission to speak on his memories of the 
Civil war. He reviewed the careers of many of the 
eaders of that stirring struggle—Lee, Jackson, Long- 
street, Johnston and Jeb Stuart—and spoke feelingly 
of the services of many of the men who commanded 
the federal forces. It is significant that not t once 
while congress was honoring Major Stedman was 
there the slightest trace of bitterness and rancor. In 
he life of one man the sores which divided a nation 
have completely healed. 


PLEASED AS A CAT. 


Singular and curious news comes from the cap- 


tal. 
Weird tales these Washington correspondents 


send out The most improbable dispatch that we have 
of late been asked to believe-was to the effect that 
President Coolidge was extremely pleased with the 
non-partisan attitude shown by members of congress. 
This, oddly enough, comes just after the announce- 
ment that certain representatives and some senators' 
were trying to put his administration in a bad light 
lor political reasons. 


Mr. Coolidge's detestation of partisanship 
has 


taken peculiar forms, and at times no one would ever 
liave recognized it as such. In one instance a staunch 
republican Senator was sent into Wisconsin to warn 
the natives of .the dire-conseauences co-incident with 
the impending 
election of Young Bob LaFollette. 


LaFollette was elected, and the dire results impended. 
He announced that he would follow his father's foot- 
steps, come what might. The stand-pat republicans 
gasped, but the famed New England hickory switch 
was not applied, and instead the young senator was 
given a number of important 
committee 
appoint- 


ments, despite his open-faced declaration of policy. 


A group of western insurgent republicans, how- 


ever, were chastised, and 
patronage removed from 


them. One of them strongly advocated in his cam- 
paign that partisan lines be abolished, which is ex- 
actly, if we understand the situation, what the presi- 
dent desires when it comes to voting. But he is not 
in high favor, and it is entirely possible that he was 
referred to as one who sought to discredit the admin- 
istration for "political reasons." 


Mr. Coolidge's logic is exemplary. What he means 


by the lack of partisanship, which the dispatches re- 
port have pleased him so greatly, is that every mem- 
ber ot congress should support the administration 
measures without protest. That is true non-partisan- 
ship.

0 wared by some cause. 
I had a very nice letter from Mr«. J., who agrees with me most of 


the time, she says, but now she has a bone to pick with me on my an- 
swer to Mr. O. She wrltea in part as follows: 
"Do you not think It impossible for any germ to take foothold in the 


human body without some soil to feed on, and as you say, is not unhy- 
gienic living and improper diet the cause for this soil? Does it not take 
months of improper diet, indolent habits In regard to exercise, etcetera, 
to lower the resistance of the mucous membrane? Isn't the appearance 
of the micro-organisms which cause the cold and the discharge part of 
Nature's system of ridding the individual's system of impurities of long 
standing? 
"I am a doctor's daughter, but In spite of the fact that I always had 


the best of care, when I lived on denatured foods I had frequent and se- 
vere attacks of acute colds and bronchitis. My father recognized the ex- 
istence of germs, but after years of practice, realized that they w.ere the 
effect and not the cause." 
Tour position seems very logical. Mrs. J., and is logical to a large 


degree, but you have not had enough experience nor have you enough 
knowledge of the science of bacteriology to see where you have carried 
your reasoning too far. 
While it is impossible for germs to multiply without proper soil, and 


unhygienic living (especially improper diet) does lower the resistance of 
the tissues so that this proper soil is furnished, il does not necessarily 
take months to cause lowered resistance. For Instance, a prolonged chill- 
ng, a single drinking o reating debauch, chemical poisons, etcetera, 
will sHso prepare this soil- And if the germs are virulent enough or in 
sufficient numbers, they themselves can also cause the tissue resistance 
to be lowered—just as any other chemical or physical irritant will injure 
the healthiest skin or any other tissue if sufficiently powerful- A severe 
infectious cold very often goes the rounds and attacks every member of 
the family, including the most resistant. However, there is no doubt 
that the more resistant will throw It off sooner. 


No, the appearance of the micro-organisms—germs—which cause 


the cold, for instance, is not part of Nature's plan to rid the system of 
impurities, nor are the germs the effect and not the cause. Germs are 
microscopic plant and animal life." 
The majority of these microscopic 


plants is beneficial to mankind (for instance, lectic acid germs in milk 
ind cheese). However, there are some of these microscopic plants which 
are poisonous arid disease producing, just as are many of the plants that 
you can see such as the poison mushrooms, poison ivy, the deadly night- 
shade, etcetera. If vou. ate poisonous mushrooms and had a severe in- 
testinal upset you wouldn't say that the mushrooms were part of Na- 
ture's plan to rid the system of disease, and were the effect instead of 
the cause, would you' 
When germs attack a surface or any tissue, the protective forces— 


the protective blood serum and the white blood corpusles—^are immed- 
iately commandeered to fight them and the discharge consists of these 
elements plus some of the living and dead germs with their poisons. In 
chronic suppurating conditiosn, such as chronic colds, chronic running 
ears, etcetera, the germs continue to multiply and keep a foothold, and 
Nature continues to lose its own good material. The local treatment is 
applied to help kill these germs so that they will cease their irritation. 
As soon as they do, the discharge stops. And it isn't being- dammed up in 
the body because it isn't being produced. 
No local treatments, however, will be 'effective without the equally, 


if not more, important general hygienic treatment through diet and other 
factors.

been the striking absence of dis- 
turbing political developments in 
this country, with steady improve 
ment in the world

tion and outlook. Still another has 
been the absence of labor troubles 
Another has been the absence o 
demands for higher wages 
with 


reductions occurring in some lines 
Still another has been stability in 
commodity "prices, such as has no 
been experienced during a similai 
period in many years. All of thes 
factors have 
worked together to 
make industrial and .railroad prof- 
its larger than had been expected

iMay wheat closed yesterday 1 3-8 
to 2 1-8 cents lower for the week 
and later deliveries were 1-4 cent 
lower to 7-8 cent higher. The mar- 
ket kept within a range of 2 to 5 cents 
up as much as 21-2 cents' at one 
time and down 3-4 to 21-2 cents 
for a while. A weak close char- 
acterized yesterday's session. 


Winnipeg covered a wider range 
than Chicago, responding to export 
buying, but closed with only slight 
changes for the week. 


Liverpool futures closed yester- 
day with gains of 13-8 to 33-8 
pence for the week. 


For a period of two months the 
market has kept within a moderate 
range, around $1.70 to $1.75 for 
May at Kansas City and Chicago 
Present ^prices are 10 to 11 cents 
under high levels of the season for 
May and about 3 cents under for 
July. 


While comment on the probable 
course' of prices in the near future 
was more- or less noncommittal, the 
market generally was described as 
one possessing unusual bullish pos- 
sibilities, though the present atti- 
tude, as has been the case for a 
week, is essentially a waiting one 
Expectation of higher prices 
is 
based chiefly on the belief that the 
final adjustment of world supplies 
will oe exceptionally close, a be-

Moderate Foreign Buying.

IN U.S. OWING 


Decrease Due to Lack of 


Profit for Crops, Says 
Federal Department. 


The decrease in American 
food 


"production is taken by the United 
States department of agriculture 
to indicate a lack of Incentive for 
production of crops brought about 
by lack of profitable returns. 
This expression 
of the depart- 


ment, made 
public here Monday, 


in a- report received by A. K. An- 
derson, federal crop statistician for 
Nebraska, follows a survey of ex- 
port and Import' business dating 
back to the nineteenth century. 


Statistics 
of 
the- 
department 


showed that United 
States food 


exports are declining. 
Indications, 
the report added, 


point to a decrease .In: the net foad 
exports for-the crop year of 19i5 
-1926. This export.lt was forecast, 
may fall below the annual average 
for the five years preceding the 
war and may even approach the 
low mark of 1914 when 
imports 


nearly equalled exports. 
"With the problem of disposing 


of surplus 
agricultural 
products 


facing the American farmer," the 
report continued, "a glance at the 
present 
export 
situation may 


prove interesting since it is pro-? 
posed to find an 
outlet for the 


countiy's surplus on foreign mar- 
kets. 
"In the ten 
years 
before the" 


World war net exports of food pro- 
ducts from the United States 1s- 
cllned rapidly, and exports statis- 
tics show that this trend is beins 
resumed. 
Indications" 
'are that 


present food exports may approxi- 
mate the low mark of 1913-1914 
when this country imported almost 
as much In the way of food stuffs 
as it exported."
